A telephone 
call-in line 
(860-594-0384) was added shortly after the 
news feed' s debut. More recently, ARRL was able 
to set up the service on its own servers. Along 
the way, we' ve added some additional voices in 
the form of ARRL HQ staffers Jennifer Hagy, 
N1TDY, and Brennan Price, N4QX, in addition to 
the primary host, Rick Lindquist, N1RL, the 
ARRL' s senior news editor. Digitally recorded 
and produced at ARRL Headquarters, ARRL 
Audio News now is available as an MP3 file, 
downloadable from the ARRL Web site 
<<hitp://www.arrl.org/arrlletter/audio>> in 
addition to the telephone call-in service. More 
than 110 repeaters in the US and elsewhere in 
the world now air ARRL Audio News in full or in 
part.
